Morgan  ex- 
plained that  he  attended  a devo- 
tional exercise  in  1955  at  which 
Hinckley  said,  “I  hope  to  live 
fc  see  the  day  when  a heroic 
statue  in  bronze  of  my  beloved 
teacher  and  friend  Karl  G.  Maes- 
er is  erected  on  this  campus.” 

Brigham  Young  University 
was  established  by  a deed  of 
trust  executed  by  President 
Brigham  Young  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
on  Oct.  16.  1875.  In  April,  1876, 
he  called  Dr.  Maeser,  a convert 
to  the  LDS  Church  from  Ger- 
many, to  his  office  and  asked 
him  to  establish  a church  school 
in  Provo.

Utah  State  scored  first  with 
four  minutes  lefi  in  the  third 
period.  Tackle  John  Federber  re- 
covered a BYU  fumble  on  the 
Cat  23  and  one  the  first  play 
quarterback  Rick  Dobbins  threw 
a perfect  pass  to  Ralph  Brinton 
on  the  two.  Halfback  Wayne 
Peterson  carried  the  ball  over  on 
a sweep  around  right  end.  Glenn 
Taylor’s  PAT  attempt  was  wide 
and  the  Aggies  led  6-0. 


The  Cougars  tied  the  game  up 


early  in  the  fourth  quarter. 
Third-string  quarterback  Bud 
Belnap  took  over  the  signal  call- 
ing chores  for  BYU  and  on  his 
second  play  completed  a 51-yard 
pass  to  wingback  Howard  Ring 
wood.

Jackson,  ear- 
ly leader  in  the  conference 
rushing  department,  banged 
out  127  yards  in  16  carries. 

University  of  Montana  finished 
its  Skyline  competition  at  the 
hands  of  unmerciful  Colorado 
State  University.  The  Coloags, 
apparently  taking  all  of  their 
spite  out  on  the  Grizzlies,  wal- 
loped Ifte  Silvertips  by  a hugh 
57-7  score.  It  was  the  worst 
drubbing  that  Montana  received 
in  their  seven  defeats. 

On  paper  three  teams  still 
have  a crack  at  the  champion- 
ship, with  New  Mexico  in  front 
nmning.  Both  Wyoming  and 
Brigham  Young  have  suffered 
one  loop  defeat.
